of the Philippines, which is to be 
established on July 4. The meas- 
ure now. goes back to the House 
for action on an increase in sugar 
quotas.

Conformity With Charter 
It is perfectly ‘within their 
rights in the United Nations to 
go further and to declare that 
they will not support the admis- 
sion to the United Nations of a 
country subjected to such a re- 
gime, but before the Council 
embarks on collective action, it 
must be sure that it does so in 
conformity with the charter 


and that its action is calculated . 


to achieve the desired result. 
Previous speakers have brought 
attention to paragraph 6 of 
Article 2 of the charter, but I 
must point out that that para- 
graph is immediately followed 
by a further paragraph 7 which 
says that nothing in this char- 
ter authorizes the United Na- 
tions to intervene in matters of 
the regime in a given country in

The proposed draf. of the 


charter wisely made one excep- 
tion to this rule designed to 
meet the case, whether a regime 
such as the Nazi regime in Ger- 
many might be of so aggressive 
a nature as plainly to threaten 
the peace and the security of 
other countries. The same para- 
graph which I have quoted lays 
down that this principle, that 
is to say, the non-intervention 
in matters of domestic jurisdic- 
tion, shall not prejudice .the 
application of enforcement mat- 
ters under Chapter VII; that is 
the chapter of the charter 
which deals with enforcement 
measures and the first article of 
that chapter, Article 39, governs 
the whole chapter. It lays down 
that the Security Council shall 
determine the existence of any 
threat to the peace, breach of 
the peace or restore interna- 
tional peace and security. 

The Polish delegate has not 
sought to show that there is a 
case for the application of | 
Chapter VII. He bases his appeal | 
on Articles 34 and 35 in the 
charter which form part of | 
Chapter VI. Therefore, it would 
appear that in spite of his refer- 
ence to the “existence of the re- 
gime in Spain,” what he claims 
is that the Spanish government 
have taken or are taking meas- 
ures that in the words of Article | 
34 might lead to “international 
friction or give rise to a dis- 
pute.”

An assurance has been given 
that the Spanish government

We have, for example, al- 
ready appointed nominees to

attitude of the Spanish govern- 
ment in the matter of German 
assets has so far been co- 
operative and compares favor- 
ably with that of other neutral 
governments. 

It is true again that there are 
still between ten twelve 
thousand Germans in Spain. 
Most of these are, however, pri- 
vate individuals, and so far only 
some twenty-five hundred cases 
of officials, agents, etc, have 
been discovered in which repa- 
triation is considered important. 
As far as is known there are 
only some 150 ex-German so]- 
diers still in Spain. For several 
months past the United States 
and United Kingdom govern- 
ments have been doing their best 
for the repatriation of these 
Germans, and more particularly, 
undesirable ones. It has, how- 
ever, not been possible to make

“Owing t great difficulty in mak- 
ing transport available.

Although the Spanish govern- 
ment has not by any means been 
as co-operative in the latter as 
they might have been, it cannot 
be fairly said they have been 
obstructive or unhelpful. The

The policy of non-inter- 
eedicn practiced by the League 
of Nations, and by some of the

world. 

Recalls Civil War 


This shameful policy of non- 
intervention was applied to 
Franco at the'time of the civil 
war in Spain, as Franco, with 
the help of Hitler and Mussolini, 
proceeded to crush the Spanish 
republic. The price of that policy 
is well known to al] of us; the 
price of that policy was a heap 
of corpses and a river of blood.
